Specifically, Applicants add a suitable legend to indicate the 
composition of layers 126, 1 13, and 1 14 as shown in Figures 1 and 2, and defined in the 
specification. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request that the objection to the drawings be 
withdrawn. 

The Objection to the Abstract 
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The Abstract stands objected to because of the inclusion of legal phraseology, such as 
"comprising" (page 49, line 2). Applicants amend the Abstract in accordance with the comments 
of the Office Action. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request that the objection to the 
Abstract be withdrawn. 
The Minor Informality of claim 13
